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Support 
for bistro 
plans at 
fire site 

MAJOR revamp plans to 
convert an historic former 
fire station into a stylish 
bistro and bar in Dudley 
have won support with the 
project poised to be given the 
go-ahead. 

Entrepreneurs Shakeel 
Zafar, aged 39, and Craig 
Willis, aged 40, are getting 
ready to take over the empty 
building, in Priory Street. 

The building, which was 
also previously Carvers Cafe 
before it closed in the 1990s, 
will be restored to its origi¬ 
nal fire station design under 
the proposals which have 
been recommended for 
approval by town planning 
officers. 

Under the plans the 
entrance to the refurbished 
bistro will be situated off 
Stone Street Square. There 
will also be outside tables. 

A final decision on the 
scheme which includes a sec¬ 
ond-storey extension to 
accommodate a kitchen, 
office, toilets and stores will 
be made on June 3. 

A report by council plan¬ 
ning officer Pete Reed said: 
“It is concluded that the pro¬ 
posals contained within this 
scheme will have a very pos¬ 
itive impact upon the char¬ 
acter and appearance of the 
Dudley town centre conser¬ 
vation area, they will pre¬ 
serve and enhance the 
architectural and historic 
interest of the building 
which is locally listed.” 

Power cut at 
safari park

Council staff 
strike looms 
on pay offer 

THOUSANDS of council staff across the 
West Midlands could strike over a ‘paltry’ 
one per cent pay rise offer. 

Unison is asking members whether they 
want to take industrial action after local 
government workers were offered their first 
pay increase in three years. 

They say the offer is much lower than pri¬ 
vate sector staff have received in recent 
ears and that their salaries have effectively 
een cut. 

The union’s national leaders say they 
believe it is the best offer achievable by 
negotiation, and that only industrial action 
can achieve an improved offer. 

They are now holding a ballot before a 
decision is made. In Wolverhampton the 
union represents 5,000 workers, along with 
4,000 each in Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall 
and 6,500 in Staffordshire. 

Wolverhampton branch secretary Adrian 
Turner said: “Our branch committee felt it 
was important to seek the views of as many 
of our members as possible on this paltry 
offer.” 

Sandwell branch secretary Richard 
Alonzo said: “In terms of the hardship our 
workers have suffered we don’t feel that we 
can recommend they accept this offer. 

Dudley Council leader and vice-chairman 
of the Local Government Association David 
Sparks said: “An offer has been made aimed 
at the lower end of the pay scale.”

Sarah had arrived back home, in 
Pritchard Street, after collecting her chil¬ 
dren from Hawbush Primary School on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

But minutes after they got home Sarah 
said she began to feel disorientated and 
unsteady on her feet. Suddenly, while 
standing in the kitchen she fell, making a 
loud bang as she struck her head. 

Minutes after she had blacked out, Sarah 
staggered to her feet but only managed a 
few steps into the lounge before she suf¬ 
fered her second blackout on the sofa. 

“I don’t know how long I was out for but 
all I can remember is just getting to my feet 
but feeling disorientated,” she said. 

Fainting 

The 25-year-old suffers from Vasovagal 
syncope, which causes fainting following a 
drop in blood pressure that may be caused 
by a heart condition. Kyle, aged eight, 
called his grandmother Teresa, aged 42, on 
the landline and told her his mother had 
fainted. She said she stood in disbelief after 
being told the news. “I couldn’t believe 
what he was saying,” she said. “He was the 
one staying calm when my first reaction 
was to panic.” Teresa dashed from her 
home nearby in Moor Street to help. 

She had come home from her main job as 
a respite carer for Dudley Council, and had 
it been minutes later, she would have left 
home to go to her second job in Thorns 
Road, Quarry Bank. 

After dialing 999 a paramedic arrived but 
was unable to rouse Sarah. She was taken 
to Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital where 
doctors have ordered further tests. Sarah 
The family are now planning to buy Kyle a 
new mobile phone and store it full of emer¬ 
gency numbers in case Sarah collapses 
again. His mother said: “He is a little hero 
and I’m really proud of him.”

Mistakes 
over fabs 
admitted 
by bosses 

SOME children have been 
mistakenly vaccinated twice 
against the same diseases. 

Health bosses in Dudley 
have blamed bad records 
which leave nurses unsure 
of a child’s age or if they have 
been vaccinated before. 

So far this year, four chil¬ 
dren in the borough have 
been found to have wrongly 
been given a second dose of a 
vaccination. There were 25 
children who suffered the 
same mistake in the last 
financial year. 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, one of the 
organisations which have 
taken over the work of Pri¬ 
mary Care Trusts, said there 
were ‘fewer than 40 errors’ 
reported in the borough 
each year. 

Rebecca Bartholomew, 
the group’s chief quality and 
nursing officer, said: “Over 
the past 12 months we were 
made aware by practices of a 
small number of cases where 
children were administered 
the incorrect dose of an 
immunisation. 

She said most mistakes 
were a result of nurses giv¬ 
ing jabs not being able to see 
medical records. 

Bad area for 
horse care 

A BEAUTY spot in Dudley 
has been described as one of 
the worst areas in the West 
Midlands for horse welfare 
following residents’ con¬ 
cerns over the state of some 
animals grazing at the site. 

Campaigners have

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VANDALS have desecrated a war memorial 
dedicated to soldiers who died in the Boer 
War by stealing an ornate bronze rifle. 

Former soldiers condemned criminals who damaged the 
memorial at Dudley Cemetery which has stood since 1904. 
Leading MPs joined the calls to catch the culprits following 
attacks reported on war 
memorials and cenotaphs 
around the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire. 

They hope that new legis¬ 
lation introduced by govern¬ 
ment ministers to toughen 
laws on the sale of scrap 
metal will stem the tide. 

Royal British Legion 
branch members in Dudley 
have surveyed the damage 
caused to the monument at 
the cemetery off Stourbridge 
Road and demanded it is 
protected. 

Council officers have 
inspected the monument 
and are looking at ways that 
it could be restored. 

The thieves caused poten¬ 
tially thousands of pounds of 
damage to the momument- 
when they ripped the rifle 
away. 

Damage 

It is not known exactly 
when the rifle was stolen or 
the damage caused to the 
structure. 

The memorial is dedicated 
to 56 soldiers who died dur¬ 
ing the Second Boer War 
between 1899 and 1902. 

Former councillor Mal¬ 
colm Davis, who is chairman 
of the Dudley branch of the 
Royal British Legion, said it 
was ‘disrespectful’ to the 
servicemen’s families. 

He was joined by brothers 
Horace and Alan Bissell, 
who both saw service in the 
Second World War, in calling 
for action to restore the 
memorial. 

“Honestly, I don’t know 
what is wrong with these 
people, that they would 
think it was fine to cause 
this kind of damage,” said 
Mr Davis. 

“It is an absolute disgrace 
and is disrespectful.” 


Council on 
board with

Youth admits stealing jewels 


A TEENAGER has admitted stealing £1,500 
of irreplaceable jewellery from a Dudley 
pensioner. The jewellery had been given to 
the 77-year-old by her late husband. 

Miss Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting at Dud¬ 
ley Youth Court, said: “This was a nasty dis¬ 
traction burglary and the victim has had 
many sleepless nights following this. 

The victim, a widow since 2009, had 
answered her door on February 4 and found 
two youths standing there, the court was 


told. One of the boys asked to use the toilet 
and when the victim turned away, the two 
boys were suddenly inside her home. 

Miss Gudgeon added: “They were there 
no longer than five minutes and she told 
them they would have to go as she was 
expecting her husband back for his tea.” 

While the youths distracted her, the 17- 
year-old Walsall boy sneaked in the back 
door and stole the jewellery. The teenager 
will be sentenced on June 18. 


Murder 
suspect 
Luke set 
for trial 

MURDER suspect Luke 
Walker told of his fears as he 
flew back to Crete to face 
trial over the death of his 
girlfriend. 

The 25-year-old, his par¬ 
ents and brother, all from 
Brierley Hill, flew back to 
the holiday isle last week 
aiming to prove he did not 
kill Chelsea Hyndman. 

Seventeen witnesses are 
lined up - 11 of them friends 
of both Luke and Chelsea 
flown out from the UK - in 
an effort to prove his 20- 
year-old girlfriend died from 
the results of a fall. 

If convicted, he could face 
a life sentence, which could 
be about 20 years. He said: 
“I know I’m innocent and 
feel confident. But there is 
always doubt about what 
will happen.” 

Luke’s parents, Patrick 
and Lindy, have remort¬ 
gaged the family home in 
Gayfield Avenue, Brierley 
Hill. But they reckon they 
are still £60,000 in debt as 
they fund the costs of his 
defence - £300,000 so far 
and mounting. 

“If he gets a fair trial and 
there are no lies or deceit, he 
will be exonerated,” said 
Patrick, aged 57, who runs 
Walker’s Electrics in Brier¬ 
ley Hill.

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Order on 
wannabe 
fireman 

A WANNABE fireman who 
started a blaze in the men’s 
toilets at Dudley Library has 
been made subject of an 
interim hospital order. 

Dean Challoner, aged 22, 
set fire to the toilet roll dis¬ 
penser in the first-floor toi¬ 
lets, causing more than 
£6,000 of damage. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Challoner, of Vale 
Court in Cradley Heath, 
admitted a charge of arson 
and being reckless as to 
whether life was endan¬ 
gered. The court heard he 
had an obsession with fire 
and a history of learning dis¬ 
abilities. 

Judge Robin Onions gave 
Challoner a 12-week interim 
hospital order for a psychi¬ 
atric assessment before sen¬ 
tencing on August 9. 

He will remain in the care 
of his father, before moving 
to a hospital on June 3. 

Judge Onions said: “He 
set fire to a toilet roll, he has 
an absolute fascination in 
fires - he wants to be a fire¬ 
man. 

“There is also a history of 
fires at his home and here he 
is setting fire in a public 
library. It is a concern.” 

Judge Onions asked that 
police provide information 
about previous fires at Chal- 
loner’s home before sentenc¬ 
ing in two months. 

Alcoholic is 
sent to fail 

AN alcoholic who repeatedly 
beat his ex-girlfriend with a 
broken clothes rail during a 
row at her home has been 
jailed for 10 months. 

Dean Hickinbottom 
launched the attack on his 
former partner after she 
tried to get her keys from his 
jeans to lock up as he lay 
asleep on the bed. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Hickinbottom, aged 
40, of Wallace Road in Old¬ 
bury, admitted assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm at an earlier 
hearing.

Police are granted extra powers over yobs

POLICE have been granted extra pow¬ 
ers to tackle troublemakers in Dudley 
Wood after complaints from residents 
about street drinking, fighting and van¬ 
dalism. 

A dispersal order has been made to 
combat anti-social behaviour and means 
officers can move on groups if they are 
suspected of causing a nuissance. 

They can also take under-16s found 
hanging around back home to their fam¬ 
ilies between 9pm and 6am. The order 
covers Dudley Wood Road, Saltwells 
Road, Halesowen Road, Molyneux Road, 


The Bowling Green Estate, The Beck 
and The Race Meadows Estate. It runs 
for six months. 

Police said those found to be consis¬ 
tently breaking the order, or any individ¬ 
ual anti-social behaviour orders, face 
possible eviction from the area and fur¬ 
ther civil interventions. 

Pc Reg Steele, responsible for imple¬ 
menting the dispersal order, said: “We 
are pleased to have secured this disper¬ 
sal order and hope to reduce issues of 
crime and anti-social behaviour across 
the locality. Sadly, the actions of a few 


individuals have a negative effect on the 
whole community and we hope that this 
order will enable us to make a real dif¬ 
ference to those who are suffering due to 
anti-social behaviour.” 

Councillor Steve Waltho, said: “Dis¬ 
persal Authorisation Notices are one of 
the tools that the partnership uses to 
tackle anti-social behaviour and we have 
supported the recent application from 
the police to use dispersal powers over 
the next six months in the Dudley Wood 
area.” 

Similar orders have been made in the 


Queens Way area of Wollecote and in 
Pensnett. Earlier this year the council 
approved plans to close an footpath in 
nearby Quarry Bank because it had been 
plagued by anti-social behaviour. 

Residents had long complained about 
the walkway between Robin Hood Road 
and Marion Close. 

A petition signed by 35 people calling 
for action was handed in to council 
chiefs. 

The path was often used by people as 
part of a route from the village to the 
Merry Hill shopping centre. 


Nurse is suspended after 
screaming at her mentor 


A NURSE at Russells Hall Hospital who 
screamed 1 hate you’ at her hospital mentor 
after making a series of blunders has been 
banned from work for four months. 

Seema Faulkner’s errors included switching off a 
patient’s blood pressure monitor for nearly six hours. She 
also administered blood intravenously when untrained and 
failed to take a diabetic patient’s blood sugar measure¬ 
ments. The allegations against her were found proved at a

London. 

Issuing her with a four- 
month suspension, panel 
chairman Andy Thompson 
said: “There were clinical 
failings caused mostly when 
you began working in an 
acute situation with which 
you were unfamiliar. 

“In your last position you 
were clinically competent, 
an area of nursing you had 
previously worked in caring 
for elderly patients.” 

Faulkner had previously 
nursed at a care home before 
working at Russell Hall’s 
Accident and Emergency 
department. 

The hearing, which ran 
over two days in January 
and on Monday and Tuesday 
this week, heard Faulkner 
admit eight charges while a 
further 10 were proved 
against her. 

One of these was that she 
had switched off a patient’s 
blood pressure monitor at 
10.30pm on October 11, 
2009, and it was not 
switched on again until 4am. 


When challenged about the 
mistake, she had blamed the 
machine and pleaded for it 
not to be reported because 
she would be in ‘big trouble’, 
said colleague Michelle 
Donovan. 

Ms Donovan also discov¬ 
ered Faulkner had not 
checked on a patient with 
low blood pressure during a 
shift on September 28, 2009, 
and had no idea whether he 
had been given extra fluids. 

She said Faulkner was 
‘quite blase’ about the error. 
Faulkner also left a drugs 
cabinet unlocked so a 
atient could have access, 
ut did not report the inci¬ 
dent to her managers and 
gave intravenous blood 
when untrained, failed to 
check a blood sugar meas¬ 
urement, and did not check 
a patient’s blood pressure. 

Eight charges, including 
an allegation she posted a 
message on a mentor’s Face- 
book page promising ‘an eye 
for an eye’ were withdrawn 
by the NMC.

Services jobs at hospital are saved 


DOZENS of canteen and laundry 
workers at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital have been saved from 
redundancy. 

Jobs had been under threat due to 
cost-cutting plans drawn up by 
bosses in a bid to help save £15mil- 
lion by 2015. 

Around 30 positions had been 
feared at risk because of a reduction 
in the opening hours of the hospital 
canteen. While up to 14 people had 


faced the threat of redundancy due 
to the axing of the staff uniform 
cleaning service. 

But union bosses said talks with 
managers had been successful and 
staff had been redeployed or had 
alterations made to their working 
hours, resulting in no jobs being 
lost. 

Unison regional organiser Tracy 
Wood said: “Unison has worked 
closely with the management ensur¬ 


ing their members interests were 
safeguarded during this uncertain 
time. 

“Working together, all staff to 
date who were at risk have been 
redeployed to other positions or had 
minor alterations to contracted 
hours to maintain their employ¬ 
ment. Members have been flexible 
and management have been accom¬ 
modating as far as possible. We are 
pleased with the outcome, as the 


union will always do its upmost to 
preserve jobs.” 

Canteen and laundry operator 
Interserve also confirmed there had 
been no redundancies following the 
completion of the consultation 
period. 

The opening hours of the canteen, 
which had employed 60 people, have 
been slashed in a bid to save 
£110,000 a year. It will now close at 
weekends. 


Horses bring rush-hour 
in road to a standstill 


STRAY horses brought rush-hour chaos to a 
major Dudley road and surrounding streets - 
as cars slowed to a crawl to avoid frightening 
the wandering animals. 

Residents in Sandford Road, Dudley, said their ‘hearts 
were in their mouths’ as they woke to see two horses, one 
white and the other brown, trotting along the nearby Him- 


ley Road. 

The animals walked 
slowly along the junction of 
Sandford Road and Himley 
Road, forcing drivers to stop 
until the horses had passed 
at around 8am on may 23. 

They eventually trotted 
into Merryfield Road before 
stopping to graze on a large 
patch of grassland, allowing 
traffic to move freely once 
again. 

But the horses were soon 
on the move again, ambling 
along Sandford Road stop¬ 
ping only to chew on plants 
and bushes in residents’ gar¬ 
dens. 

Frighten 

They walked to nearby 
Langstone Road, where driv¬ 
ers again had to stop so as 
not to frighten the animals. 

The horses then walked 
back to the patch of grass¬ 
land in Merryfield Road 
where they continued to 
graze. 

Residents said it was not 
the first time stray horses 
had been left to roam along 
streets in the area - with 
similar problems last year. 

Merryfield Road resident 
Lisa Buxton said: “I was so

scared for the safety of both 
the horses and motorists 
when I saw the animals 
walking along the Himley 
Road,” she said. 

“My heart was in my 
mouth. There was a real 
danger of an accident. Peo¬ 
ple have had to take extra 
care when leaving their 
drives in our street so as not 
to frighten the horses. 

“It is such a shame. They 
are lovely animals and I 
think everyone is really wor¬ 
ried about something hap¬ 
pening to them.” 

She said one of the ani¬ 
mals had wandered on to 
her garden. 

Fellow resident Lynne 
Ward added: “It is hard to 
understand why the owners 
would let them roam free 
like this.” 

Councillor Tracy Wood 
said: “We received a report 
of the two stray horses. They 
were on the highway and the 
report was passed on to the 
police.” Horses on the high¬ 
way should be reported 
directly to the police on 0345 
113 5000.

VISITORS to West Midland Safari Park can now get even 
closer to the animals - and drive through a lions’ den - by 
taking a trip along a new off-road track.

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Marston's 
is boosting 
its bottling 

MARSTON’S brewery aims 
to build up sales of its bot¬ 
tled beers after investing £7 
million in a new production 
line. 

The Wolverhampton 
group is installing the new 
bottling line at the 
Marston’s Brewery site in 
Burton upon Trent. 

When it comes on line in 
September it will be used 
for bottling beers from 
across the group’s brew¬ 
eries. 

Marston’s took the deci¬ 
sion to invest to exploit the 
growing bottled premium 
ale market.

The group, which 
includes Banks’s in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Jennings, Wych- 
wood, Ringwood and 
Brakspear hopes to increase 
sales through both super¬ 
markets and off licences. 

Marston’s take-home cat¬ 
egory marketing manager 
Thom Wilkes said; “This 
category has the potential to 
double in size in the next 
five years. ”

Three sought over scrapyard arson attack 



Police are seeking these three men 


THESE three men are being hunted by 
police in connection with a suspected 
arson attack at a scrapyard which 
destroyed cars worth thousands. 

Around 120 cars were gutted in the fire 
in Cradley last week. Police have released 
the image of three men they want to 
trace. 

They have CCTV footage showing the 
men entering the yard, at Saltbrook 
Motors, Saltbrook Road, before fleeing as 
flames behind them start to take hold of 
the yard’s vehicles. 

Detective Constable Sean Lowe said: 
“This deliberate act has resulted in a mas¬ 


sive financial loss to the yard owner. 

“It follows a similar fire at the yard 
eight months ago. We are keen to speak to 
anyone who has information which will 
lead us to the culprits.” 

The men in the CCTV are described as 
white and between 5ft 8in and 5ft lOin. 
One is of medium build with short, dark 
hair and wearing light coloured jogging 
bottoms and a grey-hooded top. 

The second is slim and was wearing an 
Adidas hooded top and jogging bottoms. 

The third was wearing dark trousers, a 
light-coloured top and white trainers with 
a black stripe on them. 


Dozens of firefighters attended the 
scrapyard to tackle the fire, breaking into 
the premises by smashing locks on the 
main gate. 

The fire gripped about 12 vehicles, 
melting metal and tyres, leaving a black¬ 
ened debris in the morning. 

Explosions were caused as fuel tanks in 
the cars ruptured, sending flames shoot¬ 
ing 70ft into the night sky. 

The owner of the scrapyard declined to 
comment as workers arrived to start a 
clean-up operation. 

Anyone with information on the three 
men should call police on 101. 



Rare treat as 'mechanical 
horses’ turn up at station

THOUSANDS of visitors to the 
Severn Valley Railway enjoyed a 
rare treat as staff took a trip down 
memory lane using unusual 
transport. 

They were able to get a glimpse of some 
of the few remaining ‘mechanical horses’ - 
small articulated lorries once used by the 
railways for parcel deliveries. 

For three days, staff and volunteers on 
the railway used the unusual form of road 
transport that disappeared during the 
1960s. 

The three-wheeled tractors and their two¬ 
wheeled trailer units, built by Scammell, 
were once a common sight at railway sta¬ 
tions around the country and were used to 
deliver parcels and goods locally. 

They were literally the motorised succes¬ 
sor to the horse-drawn carts of the old rail¬ 
way companies but were phased out almost 
50 years ago, along with the age of steam. 
John Giles, aged 64, from Bewdley, the 
event organiser and volunteer driver on the 
Severn Valley Railway, took three of the rare 
vehicles he has restored to the event in Kid¬ 
derminster. 

He said: “It was a great success. We have 
12 vehicles from across the country on dis¬ 
play and this enhanced the experience of 
visitors on the railway. 


“The event was based at various points 
around Kidderminster Station and we had 
one of the earliest, a 1936 Great Western 
Railway mechanical horse, and one of the 
latest, a Townsman from 1966, on show. 

“All of them came off the road in 1970 and 
most people less than 50 years old might 
never have seen one. 

“They certainly cause interest whenever 
I take them out to shows.” 

John is currently working on restoring 
more of the vehicles which he has rescued 
from scrapyards around the country. 

Scammell built more than 30,000 of the 
versatile, ‘turn-on-a-sixpence’ lorries in 
three versions between 1934 and 1968, but 
only 120 or so survive, and few of them are 
in working order. 

Wonderful 

A dozen working examples were on show 
for the Mechanical Horse event. 

John added: “It’s rare to see even one of 
these wonderful old vehicles, so to see about 
a dozen of them buzzing around Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s cobbled station forecourt in the course 
of a day was amazing for visitors.” 

The three-day event also marked both the 
30th anniversary of the Mechanical Horse 
Club and the 80th anniversary of the con¬ 
struction of the first Mechanical Horse at 
Scammell’s factory in Watford.

Witch way to look 
at an old computer

Former Wolverhampton 
students tell TOM MASON 
of the fun and faults when 
using the Electronic Brain 

SILICON Valley and Bletchley 
Park may have been the pio¬ 
neers in computing - but the 
former Wolverhampton and 
Staffordshire Technical College 
also had an impact on early 
technology. 

The world’s oldest working digital 
computer, The Harwell Dekatron, had a 
home in Wolverhampton for more than 
16 years. 

Dubbed the ‘Electronic Brain’, the 
computer began its working life in 1951 
at the former Harwell RAF base, near 
Oxford, where it was used to help in 
atomic technology research. 

But just five years later the machine 
was outdated. However, instead of being 
dismantled, it was saved and became a 
competition prize for colleges across the 
country. 

Teaching 

More than 30 entered the prestigious 
contest - including the technical College, 
which is now the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

It was Wolverhampton which won the 
bid and the computer moved to its new 
home in 1956. 

By June 1957 it was operational and 
students had their first chance to use the 
machine, which remained one of only 17 
computers in the UK. 

During its time in the Black Country 
the Wolverhampton Instrument for 
Teaching Computation from Harwell 
became known as WITCH. 

Fast forward more than five decades as 
the very students who were some of the 
first to work on the computer in Wolver¬ 
hampton were invited to see the machine 
at its home at The National Museum of 
Computing at Bletchley Park. Professor 


Derek Sheldon, aged 74, was one of the 
earliest users of the machine in 1959 
when he was college student. 

He had mixed experiences of its abili¬ 
ties during his time studying for a 
Diploma in Technical and Mechanical 
Engineering. 

“It was amazing getting our first 
results but at times the machine didn’t 
always work and would just freeze, 
often at a crucial moment,” Professor 
Sheldon, who lives in Solihull, says. 

“Having said that, we weren’t really 
told how to use it and there was no 
manual. We were just shown it and told 


to give it ago.” Professor Sheldon would 
go on to get a PhD from Bristol Univer¬ 
sity thanks to the machine and worked 
for some of the UK’s biggest companies 
before setting up his own firm. 

He adds “It’s amazing to see it 
working again. What the people have 
done here is amazing.” 

Peter Burden was still a schoolboy at 
Wolverhampton Municipal Grammar 
School in 1961 when he first laid eyes on 
the WITCH. 

“I didn’t really realise the signifi¬ 
cance of it when I first saw it, it was just 
a machine for computing complex 


sums,” says the 70-year-old from Penn. 
“It was a marvellous machine to play 
with, especially with all those lights and 
switches, it was all rather fun.” 

He used the machine to work out thou¬ 
sands of combinations for locks and keys 
for the Wolverhampton lockmakers, 
Chubb, and would later have a key role to 
play when the machine was finally 
restored. 

As Kevin Murrell, trustee of the 
TNMOC says: “The machine had lived a 
very charmed.” 

After finishing it’s time at the univer¬ 
sity it was sent to Birmingham Museum 
of Science and Industry. 

Kevin, a typical geeky teen from Birm¬ 
ingham, fell in love with the machine 
during the 1970s and would make 
regular trips to sketch the machine, 
which would remain on display until the 
museums closure in 1997. 

However he would be reunited with 
the machine many years later. 

Cleared 

He says: “I was at one of the museum 
storage in Birmingham looking for 
another computer in a pile of things that 
included a stuffed owl and an Art Deco 
chip fryer from Stourbridge. 

“We cleared a few things and I hap¬ 
pened to look down on the floor and see a 
control panel that I recognised, I knew 
instantly I had found the WITCH.” 

He adds: “The machine is not as fast as 
others but it is more reliable than any 
other computer of its time. 

“It’s brilliant to see the machine 
teaching people about computing again 
as it had done all those years ago in 
Wolverhampton. ” 

The University of Wolverhampton’s 
vice chancellor, Professor Geoff Layer, 
was also at Bletchely to meet some of the 
former students and see the machine in 
operation. 

He says: “People have a weird percep¬ 
tion of Wolverhampton and the Black 
Country as a place of older industries, 
but the city has always been and contin¬ 
ues to be a leading light in all areas of 
teaching including computing.”

Ex-teacher handed ban 


A FORMER Dudley teacher 
responsible for 179 pupils 
being withdrawn from a 
GCSE course because they 
were not prepared has been 
banned from teaching for at 
least five years. 

A disciplinary panel found 
Charmian Nex guilty of a string of 
failings when she worked at Ridge¬ 
wood High School,Stourbridge. 

The National College For Teach¬ 
ing And Leadership’s professional 
conduct panel found she failed to 
provide adequate advice to staff 
regarding the preparation of 
coursework for a unit of the Citi¬ 


zenship GCSE course in 2011. It 
said that despite her attending a 
training day in June 2009 to pre¬ 
pare for a change to the syllabus, 
Ms Nex had failed to teach to the 
revised requirements. 

Students were unprepared and 
unable to achieve the higher marks 
available. 

Syllabus 

The panel said her failure to 
understand the revised syllabus and 
provide adequate advice to staff 
meant that 179 pupils entered for 
both the ‘short’ and ‘long’ citizen¬ 
ship course were withdrawn. 

The cost to the school as a result 
of the students being withdrawn 


was £1,306. “It was Ms Nex’s 
responsibility as faculty team leader 
- hers alone - to ensure she under¬ 
stood the syllabi of the courses 
being taught within her depart¬ 
ment and to ensure coursework was 
completed in accordance with 
guidelines and forwarded to the 
exam board,” the panel said. 

“Ms Nex’s conduct failures had 
far reaching effects on a very large 
number of pupils and, potentially, 
on the reputation of the school.” 

Other complaints included that 
she failed to follow GCSE exam 
board guidelines and encouraged 
pupils to ‘share and copy each 
other’s work’. 


125,000 bins are to be 
wheeled out in borough 


RESIDENTS in parts of Dudley borough 
will start to receive new wheelie bins for 
their household rubbish from July. 

A total of 125,000 wheelie bins will be 
rolled out to residents in the borough as 
part of the £2.5million project, aimed at 
encouraging people to reduce the amount 
of rubbish they throw away. 

People living in parts of Coseley, 
Kingswinford, Stourbridge, Halesowen 
and Dudley will be the first to receive 
their bins. 

Full details are going to be announced 
in due course. 

A leaflet will be delivered to households 
detailing the new service and changes 
which are coming. 


Dudley Council’s environment boss, 
Councillor Tracy Wood, said: “We are 
keen to work with residents to increase 
the amount of recycling we do in the bor¬ 
ough and hope people will see the benefits 
of the new way of working.” 

The bins will come in three sizes and 
will be emptied weekly, replacing the sys¬ 
tem under which households are limited 
to three waste bags. 

It is hoped the plan will save the coun¬ 
cil £250,000 a year currently spent on 
black bags.

New store and parking 
plans for village centre 


A SUPERMARKET and 91-space 
car park is planned for the heart 
of a Dudley village with outline 
proposals already in the pipeline, 
it has been revealed. 

The development would be built along 
Zoar Street, in Gornal, on land between Red 
Hall Primary School and Zoar Church. 

Plans for the scheme were announced by 
councillors in the village. 

And they confirmed part of the supermar¬ 
ket and car park site would be on a section of 
recreation land to the rear of the street. 

Councillors Dave Branwood and Stuart 
Turner said they had been involved in devel¬ 
oping the plans and believed the develop¬ 
ment would boost the village’s economy. The 
operator of the new supermarket has not yet 
been confirmed. 

And they called for both the developer and 
Dudley Council officers to ensure spaces on 
the car park were also open for use by the 
public. They hope this will deal with parking 
problems which have plagued the village for 
years. Residents and traders have been 
calling for a new car park for more than 20 
years. 

Councillors are also calling for the toilets 
in the new supermarket to be open to the 
public after the village’s former conven¬ 
iences were closed years ago. 

Calls have long been made to reopen the 
toilets but the council has said the works 
would cost too much. 

An outline planning application for the 
development is to be submitted to the 
council and will be discussed by the author¬ 
ity’s development control committee later 
this year.

Emergency patient care 
‘under serious pressure 1

DOCTORS across the West Mid¬ 
lands have written to Whitehall 
health officials warning that they 
can no longer guarantee the safe 
care of patients in A&E due to the 
pressures on their departments. 

In a leaked letter, 20 leaders of emergency 
departments in the region have written to 
senior NHS managers and highlighted a 
combination of ‘toxic overcrowding’ and 
‘institutional exhaustion’ is putting lives at 
risk. 

The document reveals the number of 
patients arriving at A&E for treatment has 
created a ‘state of crisis’ in casualty depart¬ 
ments in the West Midlands, which has a 
population of 5.3 million. 

The letter obtained by The Independent 
newspaper, was sent to NHS trust chief 
executives and clinical commissioning man¬ 
agers, with medical chiefs calling upon the 
Government to take immediate action to fix 
an ‘emergency system failing to cope’. 

It warns: ‘What is entirely unacceptable is 
the delivery of unsafe care, but that is now 
the prospect we find ourselves facing on too 
frequent a basis’. 

The medics highlighted growing concerns 
that the West Midlands, which deals with 
more than 1.5m patient attendances a year, 
is being overwhelmed by ‘unprecedented 
and relentless pressures’. 

New Cross Hospital is handling 40,000 
more patients than it was designed to cope 
with.

She and the zoo’s head of media 
and communications, Jill Hitch- 
man, and chief executive Peter 
Suddock, are contributing to Black 
Country Stories’ oral history.

Aim to reopen line

RAIL campaigners say they are confident a project to reopen 
a railway line through Dudley can be kick-started by the end 
of this decade - more than 50 years after the route was 
closed. 

Members of Stourbridge Line User Group have long cam¬ 
paigned for the opening of the Stourbridge to Walsall line. 

They claim the region’s road network is no longer ade¬ 
quate and a railway line linking the two towns, along with 
Dudley and Brierley Hill, would solve traffic congestion and 
benefit business. 

This week, the group said it believed part of the line, from 
Wednesbury to Brierley Hill, could be used again for com¬ 
muters by 2020 as part of Centro’s planned extension of the 
Metro network. 

The transport firm has recently reaffirmed its intention 
to expand the line and said it was actively exploring options 
to fund the project. Three years ago, a 62-space car park was 
built for a Metro stop at Dudley Port station alongside the 
rusting track, which was closed in 1962. 

Keith Flinders, researcher for Stourbridge Line User 
Group, said: “I believe the expansion of the Metro will be the 
first staged reopening of the Stourbridge to Walsall line. 

“To open this part of the track will kick-start the whole 
project, eventually seeing it opened from Stourbridge to 
Walsall and used by both freight and passenger trains. 


Fire sereice 
will recruit 
another 50 
firefighters

firefighters has fallen dra-

It will have reduced from 


1,600 in 2011 to 1,236 by the 
end of 2015, and the new 
recruits are needed to make 
sure the service is run effec¬ 
tively, bosses say. The suc¬ 
cessful applicants will 
undertake a two-month 
training course and will 
start in their posts this year. 

They will have a joining 
salary of £21,369 rising to 
£22,258 during develop¬ 
ment and rising to £28,481 
when competent. 

Sandwell councillor John 
Edwards, who is chairman 
of the West Midlands Fire 
and Rescue Authority, said: 
“We need to recruit in order 
to keep fire engines on the 
run and fire stations open. 

“Earlier this year we 
asked council tax payers in 
the West Midlands for an 
extra £5 a year for their fire 
and rescue service, and 
promised it would be spent 
on our front line. This is 
exactly what we are doing.” 


David Johnson, director of 
human resources for West 
Midlands Fire Service, said: 
“We get inquiries every day 
from people who want to join 
the brigade, and we’re 
expecting large numbers of 
applicants for these highly 
skilled, professional roles.” 

Applicants need to be at 
least 17 and a half years old 
at the time of their applica¬ 
tion, with a GCSE Grade C 
or equivalent in English and 
maths. 

The online application 
process will start next 
month and be available for 
at least two weeks. 

As well as registering 
their personal details and 
qualifications, applicants 
will be asked to answer a 
series of questions to assess 
their eligibility and suitabil¬ 
ity, and their ability to 
understand information, 
work with numbers and 
solve problems.

Booted and suited trainers help to 
put the soul back into old factory

A DESCENDANT of a Wolver¬ 
hampton boot and shoe¬ 
making dynasty has been 
reunited with pictures of his 
family after they were discov¬ 
ered during the renovation of 
a former factory. 

John Baker, whose great-great 
grandfather James founded Baker’s 
Boots in 1850, was the guest of honour 
at a launch event that has seen the 
former factory in All Saints, turned 
into an engineering training centre. 

Mr Baker, aged 86, who lives near 
Claverley, was returning to the factory 
in Cleveland Road for the first time in 
more than 40 years. 

The former shoe boss was there for 
the opening of Engineering Real 
Results (ERR), which trains and edu¬ 
cates students in construction in the 
heart of the Grade II listed building. 

The pictures of the Baker family are 
now being hung in the boardroom of 
the ERR centre and will eventually

include a portrait of John Baker. He 
said: “I haven’t been to this factory for 
such a long time but there are features 
that are the same. 

“The factory floor is a lot more open 
now but the sky lights and the brick 
and iron rafters haven’t changed. 

“It’s good to see the factory being 
used for modern engineering purposes 
but at the same time not losing sight of 
its past. 

History 

“It lay derelict for some time, which 
was always sad, but I’m delighted to 
see it up and running like today. It’s 
important its history isn’t forgotten. 

The ceremony was attended by 
Mayor of Wolverhampton Christine 
Mills who spoke of the history of the 
factory, which used to provide boots for 
soldiers during the Second World War. 

ERR managing director Phil 
Prosser, of Oldbury, unearthed the pic¬ 


tures. “When I moved to the boot 
factory it was a shell and while sorting 
through its abandoned rooms, inside a 
dusty old cupboard I found a series of 
black and white framed Victorian pho¬ 
tographs,” he said. 

“It turned out they used to hang in 
the boardroom, which I was in the 
process of renovating. 

“I have a lot of good memories of the 
boot factory from my childhood 
because every year me and my family 
would go to Cleveland Road to buy my 
dad new work boots and pair of best 
shoes. 

“I remember it with great fondness. 

“When I found the photographs I 
thought it was only right to restore 
them to their rightful place on the 
walls - then we realised there was one 
owner missing. 

“Somebody mentioned John Baker 
was still living in the Midlands, so I 
began a search to find him and reunite 
him with his family. 

“I’m glad it was successful.”

Nicholas Farrell heads the

Will the Jennings' hidden 
secret be uncovered? 


E lizabeth and Philip. Mention 
those two names, and 
probably the people that 
come to mind are our present 
Queen and her consort, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 

Whether Joe Weisberg, former 
CIA member and the creator of The 
Americans, had them in mind when 
he came up with the characters 
featured here remains a mystery; 
they certainly don’t have much in 
common with those denizens of the 
House of Windsor. 

Instead of focusing on their 
marriage, it tells the story of two 
KGB agents who are posing as 
ordinary Americans in suburban 
Washington DC. 

For those of us not around at the 
time, it’s difficult to imagine just how 
paranoid the world was during the 
Cold War. However, this fascinating 
new drama should provide viewers 
with an education into the last few 
years of the situation. 

Set just after the start of Ronald 
Reagan’s term as US President in 
1981, it begins by making it clear 
that despite having entered into a 


marriage of convenience, Philip 
and Elizabeth have developed real 
feelings together. 

The pair have become genuinely 
close and now have a passionate 
relationship, as well as two children 

- 13-year-old Paige and Henry, 10 

- who have no idea of their parents’ 
true identity. 

Philip is played by Matthew 
Rhys, whose previous most high- 
profile roles have come as Kevin 
Walker in the US series Brothers 
and Sisters, and the ITV drama The 
Scapegoat. 

“I think where you find Philip in the 
first episode is: he’s come to a point 
in his life where he is no longer 
defined by his job,” says Rhys. ‘The 
priority now in his life is his children. 
He’s realised that his and Elizabeth’s 
job has a shelf life and that the vice 
is slowly tightening and it’s 
something they can’t sustain. 

“I think his real ambition in life is 
to secure the future for his children 
and for him and Elizabeth, really. 

His super-objective is to make sure 
that they’re all safe - and the only 
real way to do that is to get out.” 


Philip thinks the perfect 
opportunity to do just that takes 
place in the first episode after he 
and his wife are ordered to kidnap 
Timoshev, a big shot at the KGB 
who recently defected to the US. 

But the mission goes horribly 
wrong, and they’re left with a 
hostage they can’t seem to get rid 
of. 

Philip thinks they should hand 
Timoshev back and defect 
themselves, but Elizabeth is 
horrified - she’s still loyal to Mother 
Russia. But this division in their 
marriage is soon forgotten when an 
FBI agent moves in next door, and 
it’s clear he’s suspicious of his new 
neighbours... 

Whether The Americans 
becomes ITV’s answer to Channel 
4’s Homeland remains to be seen, 
but it certainly has potential. 

It’s also unusual for the 
broadcaster to show a US import, 
especially on a Saturday night - 
fingers crossed it works out well, 
because we’re intrigued to see how 
this Elizabeth and Philip’s story 
develops.

Citroen letting the sun shine in

READERS of a certain age will 
remember how we once broke into 
a tin of sardines for supper; by 
rolling the thin metal lid off with a 
little key. 

You had to guard against either cutting your¬ 
self on the edges of the lid as it rolled itself into 
a cylinder, or be prepared for spillage and 
smelling like a fish counter for the rest of the 
evening. I’m not suggesting the latest version 
of Citroen’s chic DS3 owes anything to an oily 


sardine, except that when you let the sunshine 
in, the new Cabrio unwinds its fabric roof in 
something approaching an unconscious tribute 
to the humble toast topper. 

The push of an overhead button furls the 
roof (and pulls it back up) in 16 seconds and at 
speeds up to 75mph, so a sudden English 
summer shower needs hold no terrors of damp 
seats and ruined hair. 

Better still, even with the roof folded right 
back, the heater was able to keep out the chill 
of a spring morning, with snow on the ground, 


so long as you kept speeds down to a town-like 
pace. Which is what, I’d guess, most DS3 
Cabrios will be doing for most of their life. The 
range, which stretches from £15,045 to the 
£19,675 of the test car, is likely to be bought 
mostly by urban ladies who also looked at the 
MINI Convertible or Fiat 500C before heading 
for France. 

What an owner of the DS3 and Fiat soft-tops 
share is a car that’s not really a full convertible, 
which takes all the roof away when you want 
the sun on max. 


Both cars leave the roof sides intact when the 
roof vanishes; good for keeping rattles at bay 
but giving more the feel of a giant sunroof than 
the real thing. 

Pleasant enough though to imagine lots of 
people going for this version of a car that’s 
already Citroen’s biggest seller in Britain. 

At launch there are three versions of the 
Cabrio, adding a substantial £2,345 for the 
privilege of the folding roof (Fiat charges 
more - £3,000, precisely - to remove the roof 
from its 500). Most popular is expected to be the 


midrange DStyle with 120 horsepower and a 
£17,425 price tag. An automatic version of this 
model (£18,525) should now be available and 
might be an ideal, clutchless, in-town compan¬ 
ion. 

Keeping some of the metal roof in place 
means less need for extra strengthening in a 
cabrio version, meaning only a modest 25kg 
weight penalty over the tin-top DS3, when 
rivals find themselves adding four times that to 
keep things nice and rigid.

Volvo V40 

versatile 
and value 
for money 

Let’s be honest with ourselves here; do we 
like the idea of 4x4s because we frequently 
get stuck crossing fields? 

Or is it because they look a bit tougher, give a more com¬ 
manding view of the road and are a bit more interesting 
than a standard hatchback? 

You can answer that one for yourself but the reality for 
many people is that four-wheel drive is like a diver’s watch; 
useful and practical but rarely extended to the limit of its 
abilities. 


But they are hugely 
popular whether they are 
full-on mud pluggers or just 
look like them, which 
explains why Volvo has 
introduced a Cross Country 
version of its V40 hatch¬ 
back. 

There’s a little clarifica¬ 
tion required here too; XC 
in Volvo-speak means SUV( 
such as the XC60 and XC90. 
But this isn’t an XC, it’s a 
Cross Country, so the major¬ 
ity of the range is only avail¬ 
able in two-wheel drive. 

That might sound like an 
odd decision, but the 
prospective V40 Cross 
Country customer will be 
more interested to hear 
about how it has improved 
cabin storage compared to 
the standard car, right down 
to a slot for the ice scraper 
with a drainage channel in 
the front door pockets - 
very clever. 

Storage 

In fact, the V40 is packed 
with this sort of thing, with 
the option of a folding front 
passenger seat, a storage 
pack for the boot with rails 
and dividers, and a clever 
false boot floor that can be 
flipped, removed or folded 
together. 

It’s the kind of attention 
to detail that Volvo is well 
known for, and makes a car 
like this so much easier to 
live with. 

The most obvious 
changes are outside 
however, where the Cross 
Country wears all the trap¬ 
pings of an off-road 
machine. 

There are chunkier 
bumpers, substantial scuff 
plates, smart roof rails fin¬ 
ished in silver and a choice 
of alloy wheels including 
handsome 19-inchers. 

The Cross Country also 
comes in a unique colour 
dubbed Raw Copper - it 
looks a lot nicer than it 
sounds. 

Add to that the ride 
height raised by 40mm and 
arguably you have a car that 
makes the standard V40 
look a little plain - unless 
you go for the R-Design 
version, of course - which is 
no coincidence. 

Unlike the rest of the 
range, the top T5 model 
comes with four-wheel drive 
as standard, and all the 
better for it; the T5 designa¬ 
tion means there is a tur¬ 
bocharged five-cylinder 
engine under the bonnet 
pumping out 254 horse-

power and 2951b.ft of 
torque. 

Taken to the wheels 
through a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, the 
Cross Country T5 has the 
numbers to make it some¬ 
thing of a performance car; 
0-62mph is despatched in 
under seven seconds and 
the top speed is only a frac¬ 
tion short of 150mph. It 
feels that fast on the move 
too. 

And the four-wheel drive 
system is clever and highly 
effective; some time spent 
driving the Cross Country 
on a frozen lake in Sweden 
revealed that it is secure 
and reassuring with Volvo’s 
DTSC system switched on, 
and surprisingly playful and 
fun with it turned off. 

The modest flurries of 
snow and cold weather in 
the UK wouldn’t trouble it 
in the slightest. 

The seats are superb 
(with the option of contrast¬ 
ing trim, which looks pretty 
smart), the driving position 
is excellent and, of course, a 
fraction higher thanks to 
the increase in ride height, 
and the dashboard is both 
visually attractive and easy 
to use. 

Standard 

The standard V40 is far 
from impractical but the 
added features on the Cross 
Country version are still 
welcome. 

It sounds much too like 
an advertising slogan but it 
gives a strong impression of 
being equipped for life, with 
plenty of thought given to 
the layout and how it can 
best suit a multitude of 
users and situations. 

In fact, there are only two 
quibbles with the V40 Cross 
Country. Firstly is the price, 
with this T5 version check- 
ingin at almost £34,000, but 
then that is to be expected of 
a range-topper. 

The second is the four- 
wheel drive; go for a cheaper 
version with a more eco¬ 
nomical diesel and you lose 
the traction of two driven 
wheels. 

However, if there’s suffi¬ 
cient interest, the decision 
may be reversed, and you 
also have to honestly ask 
whether you really need 
four-wheel drive at all.

Search goes on for Saunders' successor 


NEW candidates are being considered for 
the head coach’s role at Molineux which 
could take the job race into a fourth week. 

Fans are waiting eagerly for the appoint¬ 
ment of a successor to Dean Saunders. 

The club have confirmed only that a man¬ 
agement change will see a head coach 
appointed for the first time. 

But while contact has been made with 
early front-runners Kenny Jackett and 
Owen Coyle, Wolves are only part-way 
through the process of finding the man they 
want to lead the recovery from back-to-back 
relegations. 

“We said from the outset that we were 
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entering a rigorous process and that is still 
on-going,” said chief executive Jez Moxey. 
“We are continuing to work towards a short¬ 
list of candidates.” 

Moxey refused to elaborate any further as 
he approaches the 13th anniversary of his 
Molineux tenure locked in a search for the 
seventh team-boss appointment of that 
time. 

But with bookies favourites Jackett and 
Coyle freely available, the delay can only 
mean the club is interviewing candidates 
not yet publicly linked to the post. 


Wolves are conducting their hunt at 
exactly the same time as Sheffield United 
search for a permanent replacement for 
Danny Wilson. 

Leading figures in the chase for the 
Bramall Lane post are also of interest to 
Molineux, including the current MK Dons 
boss Karl Robinson and former Villa 
captain, Middlesbrough manager and FA 
development officer Gareth Southgate. 

Chairman Steve Morgan also has a 
history of interest in Gus Poyet, the 
Brighton boss now suspended following an 
end-of-season fall-out with the beaten 
Championship play-off semi-finalists. 


Poyet is hoping for a shot at one of the 
summer’s Premier League openings - but 
sources inside his camp do not rule out 
interest in the Molineux project. 

Wolves are going for a shake-up which 
sees their first head coach charged with the 
task of launching a new beginning based on 
“smart recruitment, youth development 
and attractive football”. 

But after the flogging they suffered 
during the messy search for Mick 
McCarthy’s successor, Wolves remain 
anxious to avoid the kind of public rejection 
the Blades have suffered from Motherwell 
boss Stuart McCall. 


JONES POWERS HIS 
WAY 10 ABA TITLE 


CONNOR JONES and Daniel Breeze were 
crowned national amateur champions in the 
junior ABA competition after success in the 
finals at Mansfield Civic Centre. 

But there was defeat for Breeze’s Walsall Wood ABC club- 
mate, Joseph Stevenson, who lost a majority decision in his 
first national final against a strong opponent. 

Jones, the fighting pride of Lions ABC, Dudley competed 
on Saturday in Class Five - boxers born in 1996 - at 57kg 
against Jack Brooker, from Northolt ABC, London. 


He overpowered his foe 
from the off, but was still 
taking no chances. 

Jones came out like a 
house on fire and peppered 
Brooker, setting up the big 
left hooks which shook his 
opponent.

However, Brooker opted 
to box on rather than retire, 
only to come under severe 
fire again.

Jones switched his attacks 
to the body and left Brooker 
grimly clinging on at the end 
of the second. 

A victory by stoppage still 
looked a real possibility as 
the two went into the final 
session. 

But Jones, well clear on 
points, sat back and invited 
Brooker to come forward in 
his hope of saving the fight, 
priming him for counter¬ 
punches and a unanimous 
points victory. 

Stevenson faced the hard¬ 
hitting Yahia Chelli, from 
Dale Youth ABC, London, in 
the most senior of Classes - 
Six, for boxers born in 1995 - 
at 71kg on Sunday.

The sheer volume of 
punches from the Walsall 
boxer may have been enough 
to sway the judges, who gave 
him a majority decision 
points win. 

A cagey first two rounds 
had preceded the third and 
final session with both fight¬ 
ers sitting back and waiting 
for the other to slip up, 
before Breeze took matters 
into his own hands.
